a. m. Saturday shortly after an 
Eighth Army spokesman revealed 
the consolidated front-line casualty 
lists claimed 19,100 Communists 
killed or wounded in the past 11 
days of ‘“‘fantastically vicious” 
fighting. 

The victory gave the Allies con- 
trol of the four elevations that 
form the triangle area—Triangle 
‘Hill, Dominating Ridge, Jane Rus- 
sell and Sandy.

Voter Should Strike 
Both One and Two

The voters should think carefully before 
voting for the _ state-wide - constitutional 
amendments which will be on the ballot the 
first Tuesday in November. 


Amendment No. 1 is the one providing 
that no candidate for a state office or for 
the United States Senate can run in the gen- 
eral election. unless nominated in a state- 
wide primary under the county unit system. 

This would prevent any independent can- 
didate running in the general election, no 
matter what crime the nominee had: com- 
mitted between the primary and the general 
election. It.is a bad amendment and should 
be defeated.. It does not affect the present 
county unit.law and we will continue to have 
the present county unit law regardless of 
whether the proposed constitutional amend- 
ment is adopted. 

Another state-wide amendment is the one 
providing that all gas tax and all tag tax be 
spent for highways. In other words, aban- 
doning the budget system and making one 
part of the state government a special pet. 

The state’s income should be spent ac- 
cording to need. No father would set aside 
a big wad of money for one child regardless 
of how needy another child was. 

The schools, for instance, might badly 
need a certain amount of money in a given 
year but if this amendment is adopted, the 


' highway department might ‘have millions 


that could not be touched to educate our 
children. 

The State Highway Board is already the 
most powerful agency in the state. Why 
should it be set up on a pedestal and made 
superior to the other departments of the 
state? 

Let the Legislature retain its powers of

Fight Asked 
Of Teachers 


Lon Duckworth, former chair- 
man of the Democratic party in 
Georgia, urged school teachers of 
the state Friday to protect future 
appropriations for education bv 
working to defeat Constitutional! 
Amendment No. 2, on Nov. 4. 

Passage of the amendment, he 
declared, would guarantee annual 
appropriations to a  ‘‘politically 
dominated highway department”’ at 
the possible expense of education 
and other functions of state gov- 
ernment. 

The amendment would require 
all funds collected from state gas- 
oline taxes and motor’ vehicle 
licenses to be appropriated to the 
highway department. 

While Duckworth spoke at a 
district meeting of the Georgia 
Education Association in Rome, 
he was joined in opposition to the 
amendment by William M. Lester 


Pitman exhibited an opinion by 
Harold Sheats, Fulton county at- 
torney, in which Sheats contended 
only the courts can reverse the 
board. Several weeks ago DuPree 
was ordered to cease accepting 
alcoholic patients at the home lo- 
cated at 892 Ponce de Leon Ave., 
N. E., and when he failed to do 
so he was fined $500 or sentenced 
to serve 60 days at the City Prison 
Farm. 

DuPree went to the farm, . but 
his sentence was modified and he 
was freed after Pitman and other 
members of the adjustment board 
attacked the procedure. Later 
council revoked the convalescent 
home permit. 


DECIDES TO STAY 

Pitman, who had threatened to 
resign if council “‘intends to use 
us for a convenience to do their 
political dirty work.’’ told board 
members Friday. ‘‘I am not going 
to quit, and if they get me off this 
board after this ruling they will 
have to throw me Off.”’

Deserting Fathers 


A crackdown on deserting Ful- 


ton County fathers whose children 
are being supported on welfare 
doles at a cost of $10,000 to the 
county will begin here Monday, 
welfare and law-enforcement of- 


ficials said Friday. 


Fulton Welfare Director Well- 
born Ellis said he will select names 
of 40 Negro and 20 white fathers 
each week for referral to Fulton 
Criminal Court Sol. John I. Kelley. 

Kelley's office will instigate legal 
action, after which deserting fa- 
thers--scattered over Georgia— 
will be rounded up by deputies 
from the Fulton sheriff's office. 

A new “get tough’’ policy was 
decreed by the county after a Ful- 
ton Welfare Department report 
disclosed the large expenditures 
for support of children deserted 
by their fathers. Georgia law en- 
ables mothers who are taking care 
of abandoned or illegitimate chil- 
dren to prosecute fathers and 
force them to support children. 

Ellis said his department's bene- 
fit rolis include 346 abandoned 
legitimate children in 141 families 
and 194 abandoned illegitimate 
children in 142 families. Fathers 
in the cases live in Georgia but 
are now outside Fulton County.

Real Poser 
For Family

NEW YORK, Oct. 17—How to 
feed an addition to the family 
can be a problem. How to feed a 
record population of 190,000,000 
in 1975 in the United States 
promises to be a real poser. 

But Theodore G. Montague, 
president of the Borden Co., 
Thursday said homemakers have 
the answer. 

The American  consumer’s 
adaptability to a change in diet 
will do the trick, Montague told 


‘the annual newspaper food edi- 


tors conference at the Plaza 


Hotel. 

The expected increase in popu- 
lation will add up to a fifth 
plate on every dinner table, he 
said. In addition, he added, the 
average American will want 
more food and food of even 
better quality and variety. 


Montague labeled the house- 
wives’ swing away from carbo- 
hydrates to proteins, such as 
milk and other protective foods, 
proof that she can adapt her- 
self to any diet changes that 
may be in the offing. 


Skim milk products—snubbed 
by the homemaker a decade 
ago—are readily accepted. to- 
day. And, Montague added, if 
Americans had not accepted 
oleomargarine, there would not 
be enough butter to go around 
today. He said it would take 
nearly a generation to increase 
the country’s dairy herd enough 
to maintain butter consumption 
at the 1940 level.
